In the Territory of Kansas there is a city
Called Lawrence. Ia t'--o State cf Massa-
chusetts there is a0 a city called Lawrence ;
iimee-j- , inc icnner named after the lat
ter, and iLiteLded.like tho latter, to do borxT
totnonaoiaof a family wideW f.nr--
ably kuowu cs merchant, throughout th.
Union. The city of Lawrer.ce, iu Kansas,
ha3 htcly been made the theater of scenes
of violence. A Sheriff and a posse of twenty
men have taken possession peaceably of the
guns, canr.ou and ammunition, which bad
been there gathered for the avowod purpoM
cf refitting the laws of the lar.d, and shoot-
ing down the fnicecs and cennitutod author-
ities of tho Tcrritoy. Over this " outrage
this "horrible atrocity, thia " fiendish pur-
suit of freemen," as Reeder called it, the Ab-
olition papeis cf Chicago and of the country
are howiir.g with excessive unction.

We wish to call np to the minds of these
men, and to spread before the reflecting and
intelligent men of the day, a brief chapter la
the history of the country, and a chapter cot
yet two years old.

In the month of July, 1854, a few brief
hours after tho celebration of the gloriou
anniversary of Independence, a band of
"Ruffians," twelve hundred strong, living ia --

The hearts of " Massachusetts free men" in-
habiting the " City of LawTecce" refused tha
prayer, and thrustirg wife and hufband out
upon the barren fields, where with so other
canopy than afforded by the 6tara, a child wu
born on tho soil of tha hnmaaity-lovln- g

Massachusetts! These things occured In
Lawrence, in the Steto of Massachusetts ; and
who Tcr read an article in the Abolition pi- -
pers of the country calling on men and
money to defend the homes of those fre
white laborers, outraged and torn down ia tha
city of Lawrence, in tho free Bute of Mass-achuHtt- s?

One of tha victims of that night of atroc-
ity in Lawience, Massachasetts, was sadly
Injured by a blow from a etose cast by one of
the ruffians ; loth be and his ruffian aasailsrt
oame to Chicago the latter stalks the strecta,
bawling for freedom In Kansas, while tbe fw
mer reposes in tbe cemetery, hastened to aa
untimely grave by the ruffianism of the "free
men of Ma.schusetti,' committed lu the city
of I.swrpnr !

The free white lalwrei? of that city f

of the outrage of the "freemen of Lawrence."
One of them, cow a citizen of Chicago, re-

paired to Boston, and there pur:hif-e- d for
the use of himself and his companions, and
to defeud themselves and their wilts and
children from violence, apufficiett number of
guns, putois, and powder and ball. Thcao
were packed in loxes and conveyed to Law-
rence. Upon their arrival there, a select
number of the Roffiar.a waylaid the wagon,
and attempted to carry off the boxes contain-
ing tho weapons of defence the driver suc-
ceeded in reaching the house of the owner,

i .1 r ii aim mere lor uours a i or. test was wagea in
the streets of tho city of Lawrence in the
free State of Massachusetts whether free
white men were entitled to the constitutional
privilegj of keeping arm. The arms were
soon put into tho haads for which they were
designed, and then by armed force these
men drove back the ruffians, and vindicated
their own constitutionally-nev-ure- d liberty.
Tho Mayor and the authorities cf that city
of Lawrence, seconded the demand of the
Ma&sachnsetts ruffians that these guna
should be delivered up. Who has ever beard
that this reckless, brutal outrage, committed
by the "freemen of Maachutu" in the free
city of Lawrence, called forth one word cf
condemnation from any of thoe preasea
which are cow filled with such indignant in-

vectives againct Sheriff Jones and his poeae,
who have taken possession of the other city
of Lawrence in the Territory of Kansas 1

The owner of these muskets, purchased, as
we have said, to dfend the very bearthstonea
of free white men in Lawrence, Massachu-
setts, was that niht assailed in the street and
subbed with a bowie knife in the side. He
drew hia pistol and fired at his assailant,
wounding him in the arm. For this be waa
sized and thrown into prison, the Judge

who so ordered it saying that to release htm
would be to Insure both his own and the
prisoner's murder by the armed ruSins, Tbe
